In the psychological laboratory the 


movements of the eye have been pho- 
tographed and discovered that the 
eye does not move' smoothly across 
the page, but nioves in jumps or 
stops, pausing at the end of each 
step long enough to see the next 
part of the lite being read. That is, 
the eye stops many or few times in 
reading a line. If the eye pauses 
many times, it slows up the reader 
and determines the speed of reading. 
On the other hand, if the eye stops 
only a few times, it develops fast 
reading. 


The greater number of people who 


were taught to read by being first 
taught the alphabet are.slow'readers; 
at least much slower than they would 
have been under the modern method. 
It is all a principle of eye habit. 
Teach a, child to look at each letter 
every time he looks at a word, he 
soon forms the eye habit of too 
much fixation, which slows up the 
recognition of the ,wprd. It is also 
true of syllables. However, it is a 
little better than letter pausing. 
Children should learn to 'read by 
the word method and not only be 
able to recognize words, but groups 
of words, so that an eye habit will 
be able to pause only four or five 
times on a line. 


Too much oral reading is not con- 


ducive to good arid rapid reading.' 
>The muscular habits in saying the 
words tend to slow up the reader. It 


a slow reader 
is often 
Raid that 


comprehends better 
than 
rapid 


reader. This is not necessarily true. 
Experiments show that rapid readers 
generally comprehend just as well 
and even better than slow readers. 
The difference in reading speed is 
eye and muscular habit instead of 
mental ability. 


A child should practice silent read- 


ing because the larger portion of our 
reading is silent, and it gives a 
chance for group word recognition. 
Children should do their own reading 
and not depend .so much upon others 
reading for them. 


Slow readers are very much handi- 


capped in doing their school work, 
especially in English and history or 
any other department that requires 
much reading. There are many fail- 
ures in school due to poor reading 
labits. I have been told by univer- 
sity professors that for a pupil to 
lo good work in English or history 
they should be able to read from 30 


60 pages per hour of our common 


liatory books. 


The ijuebtion may be asked, How 


can children spell correctly if they 
lou-'t learn the alphabet? They may 
learn the

We receive information into the 


brain through three routes—the" vis- 
ual, auditory,' and motor. The visual 
by seeing, the auditory by hearing, 
the motor by' feeling. If we depend 
too much on one of the^se routes over 
the others, it lessens our ability to 
eoiiceive ideas through the others. 
The well balanced individual receives 
information equally well by all three 
routes. 


If a child id'read to more than he 


reads himself j he becomes auditory. 
Beading is a \'isual method of re- 
ceiving knowledge and the individual 
must do his own reading. Beading 
aloud develops motor actions and 
forms what is called mechanics of 
reading. To become a fast reader 
one must eliminate all of the me- 
chanics possible. One does not need 
to say the words over to himself in 
silent reading, or even move a mus- 
cle. If freed from all mechanics of 
reading, the reader can concentrate 
the mind upon the thought of the 
•page, 


I have known of children, that had 


to read a paragraph three or four 
times and then not get the content. 
This same individual could talk well 
upon a subject and recite well if 
someone told him the content. Upon 
investigation, the child was foun'1 
to be normal in intelligence, but had 
formed poor habits in reading. It 
was also discovered that parents had 
read too much to the child and over- 
developed the auditory method of re- 
ceiving information. 


Tests show that people read from 


50 to SOO words per minute.' The 
SOO-word per minute reader compre- 
hends as well if not better than the 
50-word reader. Many people can in- 
crease their reading speed with prac- 
tice. This can be accomplished by 
eliminating some of the lip or mus- 
cular movement and also by reading 
-silently, looking ahead of the word—• 
and the mind is absorbing, urging 
oneself along. 


Oral reading is our best method of 


checking pronunciation, but we must 
not be misled by its importance -iud 
overdo it. 


When I was a child, children 


thought it inarvelouH to read an or- 
dinary story book through in a week. 
In these times our seventh 
and 


eighth grade pupils read an ordinary 
>tory book through in one evening. 
If you doubt thin, go to the public 
library and talk to the library about 
the reading speed of our children. 
Our children read much faster than 
we parents can read, and it is due to 
the Modern method of teaching rend- 
ing. This is done by forgetting t'ae 
letters and syllables until the eye 
.ind muscular habits have been form- 
ed.

Here is something that will strike us all as more than

It seems that as one becomes more 
experienced and accustomed to driving the greater chances 
are taken. It does not take any brains or experience to step 
on the gas and attain great epeed. Good drivers make their

mobile accidents have been 165,000, a greater number than

all the American fatalities from all causes in the world war.

Something must be done to stop this ruthless slaughter. One

real qualification requirement, so as to prevent the lame, the 
Lalt and the blind from dirving, and "to end that grown-ups 
with the disposition of savages may be deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to commit legalized murder." We have yet to note 
a too severe sentence for reckless driving.—Journal. 


Who Says We Want More War? 


The annual expenses of the federal government now 


approximate about $3,000,000,000.00—a very large sum of 
money, but some fifteen million less than 1918. Of this an- 
nual budget, the largest items are: §865,000,000 for interest 
on the public debt; $559,000,000 for care of disabled soldiers; 
$472,000,000 for the sinking fund; $344,000,000 for the army; 
$338^000,000 for the navy; $217,000,000 for Civil and Span- 
ish war pensions. The balance goes for ordinary expenses 
of the three branches of- the federal government with the 
many commissions, bureaus and independent establishments. 


The annual expenditures of the federal government now, 


in peace times, is approximately three times what it was 
before the World War.

;o make the theft of an automobile 
or its accessories impossible, but 
they do serve to make it harder for 
thieves to steal, and often are suffi- 
cient to cause him to fail entirely ,to 
do so, or cause him to got caught 
in the act.

precautions of any kind against 
theft.
